‘dope’ test _ 


MUNICH (UPI). — Rick Demont 
of the United States was declared 
out of the 1,500-metre freestyle 
swimming final on 8 doping charge 
last night. 

U.S. Olympic Committee officials 
confirmed Demont, who won ‘the 
400-metre freestyle gold medal in 
the Olympic record time of 4.00.26 
last Friday, was disqualified minutes 
before the start of the 1,500-race 
yesterday. 

The first anyone knew of the in- 
cident was when officlals ennounced 
Jane assignments for the 1,500 and 
Demont’s name was not called 
Clifford H. Buck, president of the 
U.S. Olympic Committee, then re- 
vealed that the International Olym- 
pic Committee had set Demont 
down for not passing a dope test. 

Tt was not known immediately 
when Demont took the test or whe- 
ther it would retroactively effect 
his gold medal victory in the 400- 
metre freestyle swim. 

A U.S. trainer said Demont had 
taken a medicine containing ephe- 
drine for his agthma, and had re- 
ported that fact to Olympic officials, 

Demont watched the 1,500 atone 
end of the pool in the company of 
his mother, who said he had been 
taking the medicine “almost all 
his life.” 

The international cycling union 
yesterday withdrew the Olympic 
bronze medal awarded to Holland 
in the 100-kilometres team time irial 
after a dope test on one of the 
Dutch riders was found to be po-

The altes are now run wholly by 
Egyptians, 

‘The more recent Sam-4, -5 and -6 
types were apparently afl run by the 
Russians. Theae have been with- 
drawn, 

The most advanced Mig-23s were 
operated by the Soviets, ag were 
Tu-16 fighter-bombers. . These have 
now been flown out of Egypt. 

While they wera strictly part of 
the Russian base system, their pres- 
ence was considered by the Hgyp- 
tlans as playing an important part 
os a deterrent against Israel air 
incursions. The Mig-28s were algo 
used for reconnaissance operations 
by the Soviets. 

How far the Egyptians have 
mastered and will be able to cope 
with the complicated air defence 
systems left behind 15 a matter for 
speculation. 

But defence sources expresset 
doubt about the effectiveness, es- 
pecially since the Russians were be- 
Meved to have taken with them a 
great deal of vital equipment and 
knowhow that has, so far, not been 
replaced. 

The question of adequate supply 
of spare parts also remains un- 
answered.

Tank hits mine in 
Golan — no casualties

An Israel tank hit an anti-vehicle 
Mine in the Bukata region of the 
Golan Heights yesterday morning, 

were no Israel! casualties. 

A search of the area later revealed 
large quantities of sabotage equip- 
ment, brought over into Israel-held 
territory by terrorists from Syria. 

This was the fifth attack from 
Syrian territory in a week. On Sun- 
day, an Israel patrol was attacked 
in the Majial Shams area, while on 
three other separate occasions Neahal 
Golan and Ramat Hamagshimim 
were shelled ‘by mortars. 

Security forces who arrived on 
the scene of the explosion shortly 
after the incident yesterday, ascer- 
tained that the mine was planted by 
terrorists who had infiltrated into 
Israel territory in small groups. 

In a departure from the usual 
practice the Army Spokesman yee- 
terday specified that an Israel tank 
had been hit, and not just an Israel 
vehicle. Observers see this as δ 
clear warning to Syria of the se- 
riousness with which Israel views 
the incident. 

There are several explanations 
for the recent spate of activity into 
Israel from Syria. It is known that 
all terrorist excursions from Syrian 
territory have to be officially sanc-

Condition of 
Syrian Jews 
grows worse 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
HAIFA. — The conditton of the 
4,500 Jews still living in Syria has 
considerably worsened during the 
past several weeks. 

Travellers who recently visited 
Syria and met inhabitants of the 
Damascus ghetto réported that 
Jews' movements ‘have ‘been seve- 
rely restricted. Any Jew wishing 
to go outside the city limits must 
obtain special permisslon, and all 
documents are prominently stamped 
“Jew,” the study of Hebrew has 
been forbidden and even prayer ser- 
vices may be held only under 
supervision, 

‘The travellers reported that the 
international agitation on behalf of 
the Syrians Jews some months ago 
definitely influenced the Govern- 
ment, which now occasionally sends 
foreign journalists to the ghetto 
to Interview the Jews.

$700,000 to the Jerusalem 
Foundation by New York attorney 
Arnok Grant. It is called the Carl 
and Daniel Mayer Library after 
Mr. Grant's ‘two grandsons. 

Most of the facilities will be seg- 
regated according to age. A chilid- 
ren's Ubrary is located on the ground 
floor, ἃ cafeteria on the first floor 
and a lending Ubrary for adults 
and youth on the second floor, The 
third and fourth floors contain read- 
ing rooms for youths of various 


The fifth floor has a reading 
room for adults, including a news- 
paper section, and on the sixth 
will be a gallery for the lending 
of art reproductions. 

The ‘building’s elevators are not 
yet installed. 

Present at yesterday’s ceremony 
‘was Education Minister Yigal Al- 
lon, who said he hopes to see the 
passage of a new law that will 
oblige all local authorities to es- 
tablish public Wbraries. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek said that the 
Jerusalem library system is the 
most advanced in the country. “To 


“puild a “city,” he seid, “is not only 


to add more houses but also points 
of central] interest of which libra- 
ries are one of the most impor- 
tant." 

Mr. Nahum Bernstein, head of 
the Jerusalem Foundation in the 
US. said the organization has 
raised IL24m. for projects in the 
city, of which 30 have been com- 
pleted and 70 are in progress. -

still missing 
in Eilat

EXLAT. — The search here for a 
two-year-old boy, Shaul Elgarblt, 
who has been missing since noon 
Sunday, was continued last night by 
police, army units and hundreds of 
volunteers. 

The search began Sunday after- 
moon after the teacher of Shaul's 
nursery school, on Rehov Lindy in 
the centre of town, discovered he 
was missing shortly after lunch. He 
hed apparently wandered out 
through the gate, inadvertently left 
open by one of the mothers who had 
picked up her child. It was Shaul's 
first day at school. 


By Sunday evening, police had 
called out hundreds of volunteers, 
including members of the Rotary 
Club and Eilat high school students, 
to ald in the search, which continued 
all night. At 4 am. yesterday a 
police task force from Beersheba, 
flown in by military planes, re- 
inforced the search parties, but was 
withdrawn yesterday afternoon. 

Pakad Avraham Malka, who heads 
the operation. told The Jerusalem 
Post the search parties have cov- 
ered every possible location in Eilat, 
and have even scoured hills and 
edie ground tows and to the sea- 
Toni ὃ are leaving no possibility 
unexplored, including places unlikely 
to be reached by a two-year-old tot 
by himself,” he said.

A theological library donated by 
a Jewish family from Chicago was 
yesterday dedicated at the Catholic- 
founded Ecumenical Institute on the 
Bethlehem Road. : 

The $100,000 library was donated 
in the memory of Robert Crown, 
ἃ businessman and a U.S. Navy 
Reserve captain who was killed in 
an auto accident three years ago. 

“We felt this wags one way of 
ereating some of the understanding 
that's required in this part of the 
world,” said Lester Crown, brother 
of the deceased. Also on hand for 
the ceremony was Robert’s widow 
and two of his children. The Crowns 
are friends of Rev. Theodore 
Hesburgh, president of Notre Dame 
University in Indiana, who played 
a key role in establishing the In- 
stitute. 

The Crown family has extensive 
business interests and at one time 
owned the Empire State Building in 
New York. 

The Institute, which is to open 
later this month, is aimed primarily 
at reconciling the divergent Chris- 
tian churches. Its officials also hope 
to establish a dialogue with Jewish 
and Moslem religious thinkers. 

Father Charles Sheedy, acting 
vice-rector of the Institute, said that 
the library presently contains 20,000 
volumes. The" 'fuinber will increase 
in time to 100,000. “We hope to 
build this into the greatest theo- 
logical library in the city in a few 
years,” he said.

areas and activates sprinklers when 
it detects smoke or when the tem- 
perature rises over a certain level.

The paratroopers who destroy- 
ed 14 Arab planes at Beirut 
Airport on December 28, 1968, 
wore their dress uniforms and 
red berets, not helmets. Tits in- 
formation, in addition to hitherto 
unknown facts about the raid, 
will be published in the special 
New Year's addition of the army 
weekly, “EBamahane," this week. 

The background to the raid 
is summed up in the magazine 
as follows: 

On Thursday. December 26, 
1968, Arab terrorists attacked an 
ἘΠῚ ΑἹ plane at Athens. One civi- 
lian wag killed and an air hostess 
was injured. 

Tat-Aluf Raphael Eitan, the 
paratroop commander 
was called to Army HELQ. at 
five in the afternoon and receiv- 
ed a briefing on the situation. 
He worked with his fellow officers 
through the night, and the next 
morning — a Friday — he pre- 
sented the plan they had formu- 
lated to Chief of Staff Haim Bar- 
Lev for approval, By lunch it 
had been approved at Cabinet 
level as well. 


The instructions for the opera- 
tion were clear: to hit Arab ci- 
villian aircraft, while at the same 
time to ensure that there was 
no loss of life. The paratroops 
were instructed to make sure 
that the planes were empty, and 
that none of the ground crews 
employed at the field were hit.

The time of the raid — 21.15 
-— was determined by two cri- 
teria: that there would be few 
landings or take-offs, thus keep- 
ing the number of people on 
the field down to a minimum, 
and that there would be a maxi- 
mum uumber of empty Arab 
planes on the strip at the time. 
The time allocated for the raid 
was 30 minutes. 

The raiding party continued 
its preparations through Satur- 
day afternoon, during which they 
were visited by Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan and the Chief of 
Staff, In a short address Dayan 
explained that: “this is not only 
8 retaliatory raid. We intend to 
attach a price for the attack 
on Israeli civilian aircraft.” 


Good meal 


On Saturday night — after 
8 good meal and a bout of com- 
munal singing the party 
boarded helicopters and flew Into 
Lebanon from the south. 

The officers had to deat with 
four unknowns: to navigate suc- 
cessfully; to identify and ensure 
that only planes belonging to 
Arab companies were hit, and to 
complete the action within the 
given time limit; and to return 
to Israel without leaving any 
of the attacking soldiers behind. 

The helicopters landed at op- 
Posite ends of the floodlit field, 
and Lebanese ground-crews stood 


by amazed as the paratroops 
rushed for the concentration of 
parked planes. The men carried 
sacks of explosives on their 
backs. 

Soldiers with loudspeakers 
warned the technicians and 
mechanies ta get as far away 
from the planes as possible, 
while others removed stubborn 
Lebanese officials by force. 

Two explosive charges were 
placed in each of the planes 
which had been singled out for 
destruction. After it was ensured 
that all personnel were out of 
range, an explosion rocked the 
field, and the paratroops could 
be seen retreating, silhouetted 
against 40-metre high tlames. 

All the while the attack was 
Jn progress helicopters dropped 
smoke cannisters on the main 
arteries leading ta the airport, 
so as to prevent civilian vehicles 
from entering the area. 

Exactly thirty minutes after 
having landed, the paratroops re- 
grouped at a spot three kKilo- 
metres from the field, climbed 
into helicopters and returned 
safely to base. Once home they 
were greeted by Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan, who referred 
to them as “the army's top 
team.” 

The magazine dispel’s one of 
the favourite rumours which ac- 
companied the raid: Raful, it is 
learned, did uot have coffee at 
the Beirut airpurt lounge.

The 
final Tesult of what was termed 
‘the - match of the century” was 
Fischer 12% points, Boris Spassky, 
8%. The “prophet of the century” 
._. turned out to be U.S. International 

. Grandmaster’ Robert Byrne, who 
” predicted’ the ‘imal score exactly. - 
Jn winning the supreme title of 
_ the chess world, Fischer put an ent 
to the 24-year uninterrupted reign 
of the ‘Soviets which began when 
Mikhail Botwinnik became world 
+ Champion in 1948. The title. was 
_ Sabsequently held by Vassily Smys- 
lov, Mikhael. Tal, Tigran Petrosian 
ἡ, end. finally by Spassky, in 1969. 

Fischer's victory puts him in line 
with the: immortals of the royal 
game, Wilhelm Steinitz, Emanuel 
Lasker, Jose Capablanca, Max Euwe 
and ς Alekhine, who 
dominated the chess world for over 
half. a. century. If Robert Byrne's 
current prophecy is to come through, 
Bobby Fischer will be the world 
champion for the next 12 years. 

- Never in the history of chess has 
a world championship match aroused 
so much general interest as the 
latest one, and certainly no prize 
fund’ came anywhere near the 
‘unheard of sum of the match’s 
$250,000 prize, of which 60 per cent 
‘goes to the winner and 40 per cent 
to the loser. Why the unprecedented 
interest? Up to 1948, the world 
championship matches were an in- 
dividual affair. Steinitz, Lasker, 
Capablanca and Alekhine represent- 
ed themselves rather than their 
countries of origin. 

Exception 

‘Max Huwe, the present president 
of the International Chess Federa- 
ton (F.LD.E.) and world champion 
1935-1937, was somewhat: of an ex- 
ception in this respect. His victory 
over \Alekhine in 1935 became a 
matter of national pride to Holland 
and’ served as a powerful stimulus 
to Dutch chess, turning Holland into 
one of the prominent chess countries 
in:the world. 

Between 1948 and 1972 the con- 
tests for the’ supreme title became 
a “famDy affair,” a duel between 
two Russian grandmasters. In the 
eyes of the world the Spassky- 
Fischer match was an Bast-West 
confrontation, 

The prospects of snatching the 
chess crown from the Russians was 
naturally especially exciting for the 
U.S., where the royal game enjoyed 
.& comparatively modest interest until 
Fischer became a ‘serious contender 
for the crown. The only American 
to enjoy wide public interest in his 
native country was Paul Charles 
Morphy (1887-1884), the greatest 
player of his time. He was the only 
chess master to remain undefeated 
.in key encounters with all con- 
temporaries. However, Morphy was 
never the official world champion.

structions that came with a chess 
Set bought by his sister Joan and an 
old chess book he found, Soon he be- 
tame entirely obsessed by the game. 
He progressed rapidly and at the 
age of 14 won the U.S. champion- 
ship. At 15 he became the youngest 
grandmaster in the world. After his 
brilliant victory im the 1961 Stock- 
holm Interzonal Tournament, Bobby 
cherished high hopes of winning the 
1962 Curacao World Championship 
Candidates’ Tournament in order to 
challenge Mikhail Botwinnik for the 
world title. But he finished fourth in 
a field of eight competitors, five of 
whom were Russians. 


It was then that Bobby came out 


with his accusation that a Soviet. 


“conspiracy” existed and it was 
only with the change introduced in 
the candidates’ competitions — in- 
dividual encounters instead of 
match-tournaments that the 
ground for his complaints could be 
removed. 

Fischer's second bid for the world 
title was rather an abrupt one. In 
the 1967 Sousse Interzonal tourna- 
ment he walked out in the 
middie over a dispute with the 
tournament management when he 
was leading the field, Three years 
later he climbed once again to the 
candidates’ matches after a brilliant 
victory in the Palma de Majorca 
Interzonal tournament. In the 
‘preliminaries Fischer disposed of the 
U.S.S.R.'s Mark ‘Taimanov and 
Denmark's Bent Larsen with the 
identical score of 6-0 and finally 
defeated former world champion 
Tigran Petrosian by 646-215, 
winning the right to face Spassky. 


New demands 


The Spassky-Fischer match was 
initially secheduled to be played 
in Belgrade and Reykjavik, but the 
Yugoslavs withdrew in view of 
Fischer’s monetary demands. The 
capital of Iceland (which initialy 
offered the second highest purse 
Of $125,000) was finally fixed as 
the site of the match and the open- 
ing date set’ for July 2. The 
story did not end there Fischer 
did not show up, making new 
demands instead. It was not until 
the purse was doubled (by London 
banker Jim Slater) and a personal 


pledge made to Bobby by presidential 
adviser Henry that the 
erratic American showed up 


in Reykjavik. On July 11 the first 
Ms the 24 games match ae hele, 

ving Spassky his first victory. Few 
could believe that in the next 20 
games the world champion would 
win only one more ‘game. 

After forfeiting the second game 
(he failed to appear as a protest 
against the disturbance from tele- 
vision cameras), the challenger gave 
an indication of his true prowess 
in the third game. This was the 
frst time ‘Fischer ever defeated 
Spassky. In their five previous en- 
counters (during 1960-1970} Spass-

ky triumphed three times with the 
other two games ending in a draw. 
In their last encounter prior to 
the match (Siegen Olympics, 1970) 
the world champion scored quite 
an impressive victory. Perhaps Ὅδ- 
cause this game was still strong 
in the minds of everyone some 
commentators believed so firmly 
that Spassky would retain his title. 
But Reykjavik was no Siegen 
Fischer then won the fifth, sixth, 
eighth and tenth games to establish 
8. comfortable lead of three points. 


Real threat 


At this critical stage, with the 
threat to the throne becoming real, 
Spassky made a come-back, winning 
the 11th game in good style. The 
rejoicing in the Russian camp was 
short-lived. By winning the i3th 
game, Fischer regained his three 
points jead and dispersed any hope 
of turning the tables. During the 
series of seven draws that followed 
Spassky make tremendous efforts 
to break through Fischer's defenc- 
es, Fischer, on the other ‘hand, 
did not press the issue, being con- 
tent with his dominating lead. . 

Then came the 21st game Spass- 
ἵν launched an all-out offensive in 
8 final effort to save his crown, but 
he was rebuffed. The adjourned po- 
sition left him with a scamt hope 
of saving the game, At home, anal- 
ysis convinced Spassky that there 
was no point in continuing the 
struggle, and he informed the chief 
arbiter by telephone of his resig- 
nation. Bobby Fischer was the new 
world champion. 

Of the 20 games actually pleyed, 
Fischer won seven, lost two and 


“drew 11. It was’ one of the best 


scores ever attained in world cham- 
pionship matches played since 1948. 
(In Ids return mateh with Tal in 
1961, Botwinnik won 10 games but 
Tost five.) 

As for the quality of the match, 
it left much to ‘be desired. Less 
than half of the games were fit 
for a contest of the highest level 


and the really exciting ones were 
even less so. Spassky simply was 
far from his best, to say the least. 
Apart from failing to exploit his 
advantage in several games, he 
eommitted outright blunders in se- 
veral others. Spassky is perhaps 
the only person who will be able to 
“explain the unexplainable" in due 
course. he excitement which 'pre- 
ceded the match must have had its 
effect on the world champion, and 
Bobby's demands and constant com- 
plaints (which caused more excite- 
ment around the match than on 
the hoard) contributed their share 
in damaging Spassky's morale. But in 
the final analysis this was hardly 
the only cause for his defeat. 
Fischer was ‘ better prepared for 
the match. This was proved by the 
fact that he played openings he had 
never employed before. His play 
was far more accurate than his 
tival’s and he was far better at ex- 
ploiting the other’s slightest mis- 


takes. 
Little play 

Since winning the title in 1969 
Spassky has played relatively little 
chess. His recent appearances have 
been far from being convincing. In 
Reykjavik it was certainly not the 
Spassky we knew in the 1969 world 
championship match with Petrosian 
nor the brilliant winner of the 1966 
Senta Monica (Piatigorsky cup) 
tournament. Fischer, on the other 
hand, accumulated no less than 32 
victories out of the 44 games he 
played ‘in the Interzonal tourna- 
ment and the candidates' matches. 
On his way to the final match he 
crossed swords with practically all 
the best: players in the world, and 
the results speak for themselves, 

Tf the Reykjavik match was less 
exclting than many other world 
championship matches, it is perhaps 
a sign of the modern world in 
which technique takes predominance 
over romanticism. Lasker, Alekhine 
and Tal stimulated the imagination 
of chess lovers far more than Fi-

But in the era of con-puters 
the element of precision becomes 
a prime factor in many fields, in- 
cluding chess. There were hardly 
any flights of fantasy in Fischer's 
games in Reykjavik like the ones 
with which Alekhine and Tal daz- 
zled the chess world. But his com- 
Puter-like precision and seeming 
simplicity in implementing ‘his plans, 
and his exploitation of the slight- 
est errors, were’ no less admirable. 
The best indication that Fischer 
would still have won the match 
even had Spassky been at his best 
is perhaps the 19th game, which 
leaves little to be desired as far 
as Spassky’s play was concerned. 
But, as often happened, Fischer put 
up a masterly defence and gave a 
most convincing demonstration of 
his sense of timing, cutting Spass- 
ky's winning chances with a well- 
calculated counter-blow at the right 
moment. 

Whether Fischer is a ‘greater 
Player than Spassky is sti ques- 
tionable. But there 1s no doubt that 
he was by far the better of the two 
in Reykjavik, Apart from commit- 
ting far fewer errors, he demon- 
strated a superior sense of the po- 
sition, and ft was this “sixth sense" 
which enabled him to make the 
most of the concealed possibilities 
in any position, Therein lies his 
‘true greatness. The best apprecia- 
tion of Fischer perhaps came from 
the outgoing champion himself: “I 
like Fischer's style very much,” said 
Spassky before the match. “I like 
the purity of his play — very logi- 
eal, His personality is very ex- 
plosive. He's a real fanatic. I feel 
fond of him." “As 

At 17, Fischer proclaimed: “I 
am going to win the world cham- 
pionship.” He has finally achieved 
his goal, and, as far as the chess 
world is concerned he rendered it 
ἃ great service, by breaking the So- 
viet monopoly on ‘the world cham- 
pionship and popularizing the royal 
fame to an extent never before 
known.

and safety. Pedlers often'.employ 
strong arm tactics against: city 
inspectors, and the inspectors have 
no fixed, clear-cut criteria by which

The City claims that this problem 
is made extremely complicated by 
the fact that Tel Aviv has become 
2 haven for. pedlars from aroumd 
the. country and even the admin- 
istered territories. 

The Comptroller praises the City 
administration for improvement in 


the overall sanitation situation but 
rates many exceptions, especially 
ag regards garbage disposal. He 
points out that the Hiriya dumping 
grounds are so extremely neglected 
that they present a health menace. 
iver ‘since 1971 the Ministry of 
Health has. refused to license it. 
The City has put a Hittle financial 
pressure on the company opereting 
it but bas continued doing business 
with it, although no new contract 
has ‘been signed since 1969. 

He describes the dump as so ut- 
terly neglected that it has become 
a breeding ground for pests and 
insects. There are no factlities to 
prevent inflammable wastes from 
catching fire and the smoke and 
bad odours-are a nuisance for resi- 
dents of nearby areas. The Comp- 
troller sees no solution except the 
selection of a new site more dis- 
tant from town. 

The disposal of liquid wastes also 
remains problematical, although here 
there are hopes for a solution as scon 
as the Dan region sewage union la- 
goons near Rishon Lezion start oper- 
ating in their full capacity. Mean- 
whiie, 48,000 cubic metres of raw 
Sewage are’ pumped out to sea. 

Sewage canal upkeep is helow 
par and safety precautions for em- 
Ployees were inadequate, a fact, 
which caused three deaths in 1969 
due to the inhalation of noxious 
gases. Since then improvements in 
safety were made, but factories con- 
tinue to channel poisonous . wastes 
through..the sewage system. 

Another safety problem is ‘the 
poor condition of the roads and 
their far from adequate upkeep. 
In 1967, there were 42 road acci- 
dents with injuries -resulting from 
potholes and other paving defects.

Thirty-eight such ‘eases were re- 
ported in 1969. Repair work is of 
low quality and the city blames 
time pressure and frequent bursts 
of underground water pipelines for 
the situation. The report says that 
the repair teams are grossly inef- 
ficient. 

Road construction also sorely lags 
behind schedule and the Comptroller 
finds that City plamners frequently 
fail to draw up realistic estimates 
of cost, as they ignore such basic 
birt a3 topography and soll qua- 

uty. 

Public safety Is also jeopardized 
by the inadequate supervision of 
factories and workshops to discover 
fire hazards, a fact which is made 
all the mote grave when one con- 
siders that many -workshops are 
situated below apartments. There is 
also often too great a distance be- 
tween the City’s fire stations and 
many sections of town. 

In investigating the city school 
system, the Comptroller raps inade- 
quate control of truancy, as well 
85 faulty bookkeeping, irregular ac- 
counting and shortcomings in the 
inventories of equipment in the pub- 
He schools. 

As far as the social services are 
concerned, the Comptroller is critical 
of the shortcomings in keeping 
proper records and files on institu- 
tionalized and destitute youngsters, 
as well as of other cases under 
its care. Social workers do not pay 
enough visits to homes of neglected, 
lonely oldsters, the Comptroller 
feels, 

Accounting iregularities were also 
found in the books of the City 
Water Department -and the collec- 
tion of water rates was found to 
be slow.

Inefficiency confirmed

TEL AVIV. — Realdents of. this 
city who have been complaining for 
years about ‘inefficiency In the Mu-- 
nicipal Administration . will find 
strong substantiation in the latest 
Comptroller's report. : 

The City should have a total 
work force of 8,891 persons, but. it 
actually employs 10,760. 

‘Employees are not always .em- 
ployed according to regulations. In 
several cases “the Municipal Council 
falled : to approve’ special contracts, 
in 13 casés’ emnployeés ‘worked 
from ‘one month to'19 months” be- 


- fore the ‘tenders committee handed 


down its recommendations. 

‘The ‘Municipality was liberal with 
those going’ on pension. In order 
to insure higher pensions, it in- 
creased the seniority of some work- 
ers, promoted some on the eve of 
their leaving work, gave special 
monetary benefits to.- those who 
went on pension before the age of 
635, and even “increased ‘the num- 
ber of years of employment,” and 
gave some “special grants.” During 
1966/67' and 1967/68, there were 
64 such cases ‘and the recipients 
received I.255,000 in one form or 
another. 

‘One employee whose “position was 
cancelled” due to a reorganization, 
wag given a compensatory grant 
for losing his job. However, he was 
shifted ‘to another department, 
worked there for two weeks, and 
then went out on pension: He re- 
celved an increased monthly pension 
payment’ some 11.346 above what 
he should have had. Another worker 
who went on pension received a 
one-time grant of 010,816 on ac- 
count of 'the fact that he had ac- 
cumulated 826 days of sick leave 
which he had never exploited. 

The City also allowed several 
workers to hold extra jobs: In one 
case, a department head was paid 
an additional IL300 a month starting

1967/68 through 1970/71, the actual 
rate of collections of city rates 
(Arnona) ranged from 73.7 per cent 
to 79.8per cent, and of the busi- 
mess tax from 57.3 per cent to 
67.2 per cent.

DISORDER IN TOWN WITH 
PLENTY OF PROBLEMS

The State Comptroller's report 
into the activities of the Befsan 
Local Council, released today, is a 
scathing document. More than 50 of 
the report's 70-odd paragraphs are 
critical, and charges of incompe- 
tance, abuse of public funds and 
maladministration are levelled at al- 
most every branch of the Council's 
operations. 

The development town of Befsan, 
situated in the Beisan Valley, is 
problematic for more than one rea- 
son. Not only is the town within 


‘easy range of artillery shes from 


Jordan, but its 12,500 inhabitants are 
mainly North African immigrants 
with little technical or professional 
training, Over 14 per cent of the 
population are employed in marginal 
jobs — “concealed unemployment” — 
while over a third of the iebour 
force is employed in service jobs. 
Nearly half the population is under 
‘the age of 14. 

Of the 6,000 youths under the age 
of 14, 3,100 are of school-going age, 
but more than 400 of them are reg- 
istered with the town’s unemploy- 
ment bureau. Only 400 of the 
town's children attend thigh school. 

‘More serious, perhaps, Js the fact 
that in addition to its other prob- 
lems, the town for many years never 
had a regional council to speak of, 
and in his report the State Comp- 
troller writes that “the Regional 
Council elected in November, 1965, 
and that elected in October, 1969, 
demonstrated acute neglect in the 
administration of finances and coun- 
cit matters, to the extent that serl- 
ous doubts were raised as to the 
honesty of its officials." The Comp- 
troller notes that two of the Coun- 
eil's senior clerks face court charges, 
and the Interior Ministry had to ap- 
point a special “enlarged Council,” 
composed of reliable civil servants, 
to keep an eye on matters. 


Neglect meetings 

Not only didn't the elected Cour- 
ὉΠ hold regular meetings, but the 
Council’s various sub-committees, 
such as the welfare and licensing 
bodies, hardly met at all with the 
Tesult that town services suffered 
from severe neglect. The Council's 
controlling body never met at all. 

Tt was found that the elected 
Council members ran the town as 
they wanted, disregarding clear in- 
structions from the Interior Minis- 
try. They employed 375 workers in 
1970, as compared to the 233 the 
Ministry allowed them to ‘budget 
for, and people were given jobs off 
the cuff, The Council secretary 
‘granted jobs without asking for the 
‘basic and necessary papers which 
accompany all applications for work 
in the civil service. Moreover, ‘he had 
granted several workers global over- 
time payments and payments for 
special jobs without having the bud- 
get for these. He did so without in- 
forming the authorities, . 

The Comptroller discovered that 
the Council knowingly allowed sever- 
al of ‘its workers to undertake pri- 
vate contracting jobs—on Council 
time and in several cases it was 
found that these Council employees 
were actually being hired for private 
jobs by the Council itself. Also, ex- 
penses being paid by the Council 
did not match the actuai cost of 
the services, and while its workers 
were busy doing private work, they 
continued to recelve their full sal- 
aries because nobody had bothered 
to register how many hours were 
taken off, or how many days ab- 
sentee employees failed to show up 
for work. 

Irregularities aplenty 

Criticism of the Council and the 
way it operated is non-ending. Coun- 
cll members were found to be using 
Council cars, but this did not pre- 
vent them from putting in a monthly 
bill for the use of their private 
vehicles; the Council paid traffic 
fines for its members despite a na- 
tional regulation to the contrary; in 
1969 18 workers were fired and paid 
350,414 (IL26,500 of this from the 
Interior Ministry) in compensation. 
Five of the workers were not only 
re-hired after a short time, Dut 


- their new wages included a special 


payment for the many years of 
service they had given previously. 
While the Council's members and its 
employees were busy looking after 
their own interests, thousands of 
letters written to the Council from 
local residents went largely un- 
answered. Complaints were rarely, 
if ever, dealt with, the Comptroller 
reports. Sanitary arrangements in 
the town were telow standard and 
neglected, it was found, despite an 
order from the Minister of Agri- 
culture to close the local abattoir, 


Savings plan for 
housing launched 


JSRAEL Discount Bank and Bar-

it continues to operate to this very 
day. There are also three slaughter- 
houses in the area which operate 
without licences — slaughterhouses 
which would never have been 
granted licences If they intended 
to operate under the conditions they 
do today. 

Education is another field in which 
the Local Council was found to be 
guilty of gross neglect. There was 
na register of children who were 
supposed to be attending school, and 
because of this, children were found 
to be roaming the town streets with- 
out fear of reprimand for it never 
went on record they were not at- 
tending class, 


Delinquency rife. 

Since there is unemployment in 
the town, and children of compul- 
sory school age were not going to 
school, juvenile delinquency became 
rife and a special committee was set 
up to find ways and means of solv- 
ing the problem. Two meetings were 
held, resolutions were passed and a 
study of the situation ordered. The 
study was never made. the resolu- 
tions never {implemented and the 
special committee disbanded. 

One third of the town's popula- 
tion — over 1,000 families — receive 
welfare allotments. The Council's 
welfare offices were found to be in- 
adequate. Plans were drawn up for 
the building of new quarters but 
‘were never executed, and though the 
Ministry of Social Welfare had for- 
warded a sum of IL10,000 for the 
improvement of a youth recreation- 
al centre, the money was never used. 
At the time of the report the Comp-

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troller found the centre still below: 
standard. 


The accounting section was found 
to be in such ἃ shocking state that 
the Comptroller hired a firm of ac- 
countants to go through the Coun- 
cil's books. Money was found to have 
been given out without the written 
approval of the Council secretary or 
treasurer, as required hy law, and 
in many eases entries were found to 
be either incorrect or fallacious. 


Hundreds of thousands of pounds 
were handed out without the proper 
procedures having been followed and 
without the necessary signatures. 
Cheques were given out without the 
Council having any money in the 
bank and legal actions taken against 
the Counefl by creditors cost the 
taxpayer several thousand unneces- 
sary pounds. 

There was no coordination be- 
tween the Council and its various 
sub-agencies, and as a result the 
Council demanded taxes from peo- 
ple who ‘had already paid, while 
others were taxed twice. Some 
teachers never received their sal- 
aries, and others, who had left the 
town, never had their salaries for- 
warded to them, Some families re- 
ceived welfare payments twice, while 
others received none at all, and so 
the list continues. 

The State Comptroller's report 
into the activities of the Beisan 
Local Council is one of the most 
outrageous indictments on record, 
and what is even more the pity is 
that if the population of any town 
in the country deserves special at- 
tention, it is the population of Belsan,

PEACE MOVES AFOOT 


Bia'aretz (non-party) says that 
something Is on the move between 
the Arab states and Israel, guggest- 
Ing that this may be the begin- 
ning of ἃ thew of the standstill 
on the Arab side. While in favour 
of promoting such a process, the 
paper says that any initiative by 
members of the European Common 
Market to mediate In the conflict 
would nave the opposite effect, and 
advises them to desist from any at- 
tempt at mediation. 

ΑἹ Hamishmar (Mapam)' writes: 
“Irrespective of whether we do or 
do not have here a peace initiative, 
it appears that someone 18 putting 
out feelers and this has a double 
importance. Such signals could bring 
peace closer, as well as give the 
Hie to the allegation that Israel is 
sitting pat and waiting for a phone 
call from Cairo.” 

Hamodia (Agudat Yisrael) won- 
ders what the logic might be behind 
the report concerning an Israeli 
peace plan, and queries the point 
of breaking the deadlock when — 
as the paper puts it — the Egyp- 
tian leaders themselves are still 
groping in the dark. The paper goes 
on to say that the plan itself does 
mot appear new, adding that al- 
though there appear to be no 
blemishes in it as far as Israel is 
concerned, it lacks Egypt's readiness 
to accept it. 

Al-Huds (independent Arab dally) 
expects the U.S. to make a move 
to counter that of Western Europe, 
which the paper says seems to have 
passed a considerable distance to- 
wares formulating a Middle Bast 
settlement. The paper believes that 
the sides are to meet some- 
where in the middle of the road 
and the possibility of partial 
solutions to the conflict might ma- 
terlaltze before long. 

Al-4nba (officiel Arabic-language 
daily) writes that Premier Meir's 
reaffirmation of Israel's prepared- 
ness for concessions once Egypt 
agreed to peaceful negotiations 
came as a decisive reply to the 
Arab propaganda which claims that 
Israel's prime aim is expansion. 
While stressing that all Israel wants 
is secure borders, Al-Anba. says that 
the Arabs should be flexible and 
Prepared to make concessions since 
only thus can peace be achieved. 
The paper warns that the Arab In- 
sistence on obtaining all or nothing 
would only lead to maintaining the 
present stalemate. 


Dever (Histadrut), referring to 


the emergency conference of world 
Jewish leaders convening in London 
to discuss the plight of Soviet Jewry, 
notes that there is still tlme for 
vigorous action on the academic 
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tax, since the Supreme Soviet has 
not yet ratified it. "The resolutions 
at the London conference, therefore, 
must be forceful and factual but 
without any element of hostile con- 
frontation which might prejudice the 
prospect of persuading the Soviet 
Government,” 

Hatzofe (National Religious), re- 
marking that the Kremlin rulers 
are very sensitive to world public 
opinion, holds out hope concerning 
the prospecta for rescinding the de- 
cree on the academic tax. 

She'arim (Poalel Agudat Israel) 
stresses the double difficulty inhe- 
rent in the struggle against the 
head-tax: Moscow is stubborn for 
fear other non-Jewish scientists 
might wish to emigrate too, whilst 
Western governments fear to inter- 
vene lest their: efforts at a 
rapprochement with the Kremlin be 
vitiated. - 


FOREIGN PRESS 


The New York Times writes: 
The most remarkable and over the 
long run positive political develop- 
ment in Israel in recent months has 
beeen the growing recognition that 
the Palestinian Arabs were wronged 
in the creation of the Zionist state. 
In the past Israeli establishment 
figures would denounce this view, 
when expressed by disaffected intel- 
lectuals, as a guilt obsession. Now 
it is possible for a political leader 
to state publicly that Israel's duty 
and best interests Ue in moving 
to redress the grievances of the 
displaced Palestinians . Arieh 
Eliav, until last year Secretary- 
General of the Labour Party, is 
stomping the country preaching this 
point. Others in power agree with 
him privately ‘but have not yet 
mustered the courage to speak out, 
partly ‘because Mrs Melr does not 
share this view. 

Mr. Eliav and others like him 
have ideas on how Israel can asaist 
in the process of giving the dignity 
of nationhood to the Palestinians 
by establishing them in a homeland 
of their own alongside Israel. Sym- 
bolically, if not politically, resettie- 
ment of Ikrit and Bir’lm would be 
a step in that direction. 

King Hussein of Jordan, the Arab 
leader most directly engaged in the 
Palesinians’ fate, seems increasingly 
inclined to consider a separate 
agreement with Israel — something 
mo Arab leader has felt confident 
enough to do. It would be a tragedy 
if Israel's top leaders let outmoded 
perceptions of the Palestinian peo- 
ple ‘blind them to the psychological 
and political opportunities that may 
now be opening up.

Training at home 
and abroad 


Zo the Editor of The Jerusalam Fost 

Sir. — The article ‘Trainees 
should come to expert's country” 
{August 21) made most interesting 
reading, in particular for someone 
who, for the past 11 years, has been 
working in the feld of training 
students from the Third World. 
What was most Intriguing was Mr. 
Derek Cockwood’s remark; ‘Three 
months here is worth three years in 
the fleld.* He is certainly right for 
a number of reasons, yet there 
seems to be another elde to the coin: 

1. In spite of the expert being 
an “expensive luxury.” he can train 
many more people on the spot in- 
stead of having one or two trainees 
go to a faraway place to study. 

2. The doubt whether the know- 
ledge may, or may not, rub off ap- 
Piles also to those who go to the 
expert's country, The trainee may 
Jearn the skill, yet will he use it 
when he goes home? There are 
many examples of students who 
came home, and never could or 
wanted to use their newly acquired 
skill, 

3. The “unparalleled facilities” 
available abroad are vo doubt of 


great value, but can also be frustrat-_ 


ing, as the trainee knows that he 
will not have these facilities back 
home for a long time to come. 

4, Why should knowledge proves 
by the expatriate expert be “im- 
bibed bundy?" Does that not de- 
pend on the attitude of the expert? 
And is Israel not a fairly good ex- 
ample of the opposite attitude? 

A variety of factors should deter- 
mine the decision whether vourses 
are ἴο be held in the expert's coun- 
try or in the trainees’ countries: 

a) The level and experience of 
the students; studexts with little 
experience should get thelr train- 
ing in their own or in a neighbour- 
ing country where facilities exist, 
whereas, for higher quality trainees, 
an additional period of training 
abroad can be most valuable. 

Ὁ) The nature of the course: 
eg. hotel business trainees should 
obviously study in a country with 
experience in this field; mechanics 
students should learn their trade in 
their own country and learn to 
operate machines in their more 
primitive surroundings. 

6) The type of instructors avall- 
able — some function better on 
home ground, whereas others are 
excellent elsewhere.

3. Hotel garages are usually free 
for guests of the hotel. 

1 told them that if I had known 
the garage was golng to cost mo- 
ney, IT would have giadly parked in 
the street, where 1 belfeve it is 
free. They seid that there is 2 sign 
saying that I have to pay and ‘the 
hotel does not own the and, 
therefore, there was nothing they 
could do. I went down to the ga- 
rage end noted that the sign they 
refer to is not all that visible and 


it merely gives parking rates; it 


does not say hotel guests must pay 
— T know of hotel garages that 
permit aon-hotel guests to park 
provided that they pay.
